Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-23 are allowed over the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The best 
prior art of record discloses an electrodeless microwave discharge lamp having a fill 
containing halides of tin and aluminum or bismuth. However, the prior art of record fails 
to disclose the fill having a main component of tin and aluminum as claimed in claim 1 
and bismuth as claimed in claim 13. Claims 2-12 and 14-23 are allowed by virtue of 
their dependence.
